When  a good  man  does  wrbng  htf 
is  the  first  to  find  it  out,  and  in  his 
hoart  he  is  sorry  for  it,  and  is 
ready  to  confessi  it  and  turn  away 
from  it ; but  when  the  prStender 
does  wrong,  which  he  is  doing  all 
the  time,  he  seeks  to  bido i it,  and 
when  found  out,  he  excuses  and 


The  vast  majority  of  our  fami- 
lies take  no  relegious  paper.  Why 
should  they  do  so  ? My  first  rea- 
son is  by  means  of  the  religious  pa- 
per parents  may  fortify  the.  minds 
of  their  children  against  pernicious 
literaturo.  Every  parent  should 
anticipate  the  fact  that  bis  children 
will  read  something.  If  he  does 
not  furnish  it  they  will  find  it.  If 
left  to  provide  for  tbemselvos,  the 
chances  are  that  they  will  obtain 
that  which  is  evil.  The  omissaries 
ot  the  devil  find  it  profitable  to  fur- 
nish a plentiful  supply.  Would 
that  tbo  missionaries  of  tbe  cross 
were  half  as  active ! It  is  evidence 
of  tho  depravity  of  tho  race  that 
every  child’s  mind  proves  rich  soil 
for  the  bad  seod.  It  quickly  gor- 
minates  and  its  fruitfulness  is  nev- 
er less  than  a hundred  fold.  No 
parent  doos  his  duty  who  blinds 
himself  to  this  fact.  Tbe  wiso  par- 
ent will  early  supply  bis  child  with 
wbolosomo  reading.  As  the  weeds 
dn  not  stand  so  good  a chance  ^.hen 
tho  ground  is  preoccupied  by  good 
seeds,  ao  the  bad  seod  of  impure 
literaturo  stands  less  chande  to 
root  itself  in  the  mind  already 
stored  with  good  seod.  Th^  for- 
mer is  one  of  tho  greatest  instru- 
mentalities employed  by  Satan  for 
the  damnation  of  men  ; and  the  lat- 
ter one  of  the  greatest  ordaified  oY 
God  for  tho  salvation  of  men.  *,

For  ihe  first  six  months  the 
year  we  will  take  up  tbe  “Gospel  of 
Spiritual  Insight,”  written  by  the 
beloved  disciple,'  who  above  all 
others  was  fitted  to  write  sucli  -a 
gospel.  In  tho  prologue  which  is 
taken  up  in  onr  first  lesson  he 
sounds  i he  key-note  to  the  whole 
gospel.  He  takes  ns  far  deeper 
into  tbo  true  nature  and  work  of 
Christ  tuan  any  of  the  other  evan- 
gelists, i,nd  to  see  with  John’s  eyes 
we  musi  like  him,  got  verj’  near' 
and  feel  tho  heartthrob  of  the 
divine  nan.  In  these  opening  ver- 
ses Jests  Christ,  tbe  word  is  set 
forth  as  the  light  of  the  world. 

Oriojhal  Existanci  of  the 
Light.  The  first  two  verses  very 
forcibly  and  tersely  declare  the 
eternal  existence  of  tho  Word.  I 
Matthew  and  Luke  begin  with  the 
earthly  descent  of  Jesus,  while! 
Mark  begins  with  his  public  minis, 
try,  but  John  reaches  back  into 
eternity  past  and  reveals  to  us  that  ( 
Jasus  is  the  Son  of  God.  In  trac- 
ing the  fetation  between  cause  and 
effect  man  finds  himself  at  the  be- 


tho expression  the  “Word  was 
made  flesh”  is  literally  “tho  Word 
becamo  flesh,”  i.  e.,  it  was  not  con- 
verted into  flesh,  but,  as  expressed 
by  tho  writer  of  Hebrews,  he  par 
natnre  of  flesh  and 
blood,  not  surrendering  any  part  of 
his  essential  divinity.
